Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whf.p.kas, the following Act, to-wit: 

AN ACT to raise Volunteor Forces, to repel the 
invasion of the State and for other purposes. 
J 1 . Be ii enacted by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That as the soil of 
the State of Kentucky has been invaded by armed 
forces, acting under the authority of thoso-oalled 
Confederate States; therefore, for the purpose of re- 
pelling said invasion the Governor of the State of 
Kentucky is hereby directed to issue his proclama- 
tion forthwith, calling qui not less than forty thous- 
and soldiers, residents and cititens of Kentucky, 
between the ages of eighteen and forty-five years, 
to be mustered into the servioe of this Common- 
wealth for any term of servioe not less than twelve 
months nor more than three years, from the time 
thoy were mustered into servioe, unless sooner 
disoharged. 

$ 2. That the Governor be, and he is hereby, 
aniborited, in order to raise said force, to acoept 
of the services of any volunteer companies who 
shall,.within three months from the date of his 
proclamation, tender their services; and he shall 
commission for that purpose all officers duly elect- 
ed by the companies aforesaid, nocessary and pro- 
per lor the oommand of such volunteers. 

$ 3. That all volunteer officers, non-oommls- 
sioned officers, musicians, and privates, whose ser- 
vice may be tendered and accepted under the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be mustered into service, 
at suchplaeos of rendeevous in the Congressional 
District in which they volunteer, ss the General in 
the field shall appoint by his orders, and when so 
mustered into service shall be then and there 
entitled to receive In advance one month's 
pay, to be taken and considered as port of their 

pay- J 

(f 5. Thst the Governor be also authorired to 
accept the services of fifteen hundred men, in ad- 
dition to the forty thousand men provided for by 
this act, one thousand to be used as sharp shoot- 
ers and sooutB, i,nd five hundred to be used as 
horsemen and soouts, they furnishing their own 
horses: Provided, That no person shall be accept- 
ed in this arm of the service unless his skill! and 
capacity have been tested by the General in com- 
mand, or such officer as he may detail for that 
purposa: And provided also, That such person.- 
shall receive fivo dollars per month of extra pay. 

{ 6. That each horseman for the servioe of his 
horse shall receive fivo dollars per month; and in 
case his horse is killod by the enemy, he shall be 
paid the value of tho horse, not exceeding one 
hundred and fifty dollars. 

i 7. That the oommander in tho field may or- 
ganize individuals who tender thomselves into 
companies, and such companies as may tender 
themselves Into squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, and permit thorn to eloot their officers, who 
shall, when so elected, bo commissioned by the 
Governor on the certificate of the General com- 
manding. 

J 8. That the Governor Is authorised to accept 
the-services of squadrons, battalions, and regi- 
ments, when tendered as such, and commission 
tho officers elected by the squadrons, battalions, 
and regiments so organised. Tho election of offi- 
cers by any company, battalion, squadron or reg 
inient, shall be superintended and conducted by 
any justice of the peace or judge of the county 
court who may be called on for that purpose, and 
suoh justice or judge shall oertify to the military 
board tho nnmes of the oflioers elected, and for 
what office caeh is elected and thereupon said 
board, if they approve the proceedings, shall cer- 
tify to the Governor the names OI the officers 
elected, and what office they have been respective- 
ly elected to fill, who shall issue commissions in 
conformity to such certificate. 

i V. That tho commanding Genera] shall be en- 
titled to appoint and employ such staff officers, 
and with such rank, as the Inspector General is 
empowered to appoint by the 14th section of the 
3d artlolo of tho act, entitled "an act for the bet- 
tor organiiation of the Kentucky militia," ap- 
proved March 5, I860; and he shall have the au- 
thority oonforred on said Inspector General by 
the 10th, 11th, and 12th sections of said article ot 
said aot. 

J 10. The troops raised under this act shall be 
organised into squadrons, battalions, regiments, 
brigades and divisions, and have the samo num- 
ber of officers for each squadron, battalion, rogi- 
mcnt, brigade and division, as are allowed tn the 
army of the United States, and shall receive the 
same pay and rations as are allowed the troops of 
the United States of the same rank and grade. 
When brigades and divisions are formed, out ot 
the troops so raised, they shall he officered accord- 
ing to existing laws. 
J 11. This act to be of force from Its passage. 
Has this day been passed by both houses of the 
General Assembly of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, the Governor's objections thereto to the 
eentrary notwithstanding, and is therefore the law 
of the land. Now, therefore, I, do hereby issue 
this, my proclamation, commanding all officer" 
and cititens of this State to render obedience to 
all the requirements of said above recited aot.

IX SENATE. 
Saturday, Dec. 21, 1861. 
l-he Senate was opened with prayer by 
Rev. Titos. C. McKkr. of the Baptist ehurcli. 

The reading of the journal of yesterday 
was dispensed with. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE HOI SE 

Was received by Mr. Lyme, Assistant Clerk, 
announcing their concurrence in several 
Senate bills, their rejection of a Senate bill 
in relation to roads in Boone county, and the 
passage of several II. R. bills, In which they 
.ask the concurrence of the Senate. 

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

Mr. DENNY— Education— A H. R. bill 
for the benefit of school districts No. 7, in 
Garrard, and No. 2y, in Clarke county, with 
opinion it should not pass: rejected. 

Same — A H. R. bill for the benefit of 
school district, No. 42, in Henderson county: 
passed. 

Same— A H. R. bill for the benefit of 
school district, No. 7, in Meade county: 
passed. 

Same — A H. R. bill for the benefit ol 
school district, No. 63, in Lawrence county: 
passed. 

Mr. ROBINSON— Judiciary— A H. R. 
bill to authorize Commonwealth attorneys to 
administer oaths, with the opinion it should 
not pass: rejected. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE COVERN'OR 

Was received by Mr. GAtTHER, Secretary of 
Stale, nominating R T. Baker, of Campbell 
county, for the oflice of Notary Public. 

ORDERS — HOCSE RESOLBTIOS. 

Tiie House resolution in relation to the in- 
stitution of slavery was taken up. 

[See H. R. proceedings of yesterday for 
r.->-" lution.] 

Mr. W 0 RT H I NGTON moved that the 
resolution be referred to the committee on 
Federal Relations. 

Mr ALEXANDER advocated the refer 
ence briefly. 

Mr. BRUNER advocated the reference 
warmlv. 

Mr. GROVER replied to Mr. BRUNER, 
and opposed the reference. 

Mr. READ opposed the reference and ad- 
vocated the resolution. 

Mr. BUSTER moved the previous ques- 
tion : ordered. 

The vote was then tnken on referring the 
resolution to the committee on Federal Re- 
lations, and it was decided in the affirmative 
by yeas 15, nays 7. 

ENROLLMENTS. 

Mr. GLENN reported sundry bills and 
a resolution correctly enrolled, and they were 
signed by the Speaker, and sent to the Gov- 
ernor for his approval and signature. 

ORDERS — HOUSE BOX TAKEN DP. 

An act to change the time of holding the 
circuit courts in Montgomery, Powell, Pike 
and Johnson counties: passed. 

BILL REPORTED. 

Mr. GOODLOE— Military Affairs — A bill 
lo re-organize the Military Board. [The 
Board to consist of three members — a Presi 
dent and two other members. The Presi- 
dent may act without other members, and in 
. use the President cannot attend, the other 
two members can act. The President to re- 
ceive $3,000 per year, and the other two 
members SI, 0(10 each. J, B. Tern Die to be 
President, and Geo. T. Wood and — — 
the other two members.] 

Mr. GROVER opposed the bill at some 
length. 

Mr. GOODLOE offered an amendment 
providing that a vacancy in the Board, when 
tiie Legislature is not in session, shall be 
tilled by the Board, the appointment to hold 
until the meeting of the Legislature; if the 
Legislature is in session, vacancies shall be 
filled by the legislature: adopted. 

Mr. READ opposed the bill in its present 
form. He had no objection to reducing the 
number of members of the Board. He mov- 
ed :o strike out $3,000 as the ealary of the 
President, and insert £1,500. 

Mr GLENN moved to insert SI, 000. 

Mr. ROBINSON moved to insert 82,- 
500. 

Mr. GOODLOE explained the bill, and re- 
plied to Messrs. g rover and read. 

Mr. BUSH addressed the Senate in sup 
port of the bill. He would go for the S2,- 
500 salary as a compromise. 

Mr. BUSTER advocated the salary of 
Sl.UUO. 

Mr. DeIIAVEN was in favor of reducing 
the number of members of the Board, but 
opposed the salary of the President as pro 
posed 

Mr. BRUNER advocated the passage of 
the bill. 

Mr. M. P. MARSHALL also favored the 
bill in a few remarks. He thought the bill a 
good and wise one. 

The bill and amendments were passed over 
in the orders of the day. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE HOUSE. 

Was received, announcing the passage of a 
bill which originated in that House to 
amend the law in relation to the election of 
military officers, and also the passage of a 
bill to provide for raising an additional mili- 
tary force. 

SENATOR PENXEBAKER. 

Mr. PENNEBAKER appeared in his

Was received, announcing the concurrence 
of that House in an amendment o' the Sen- 
ate to a House bill concerning certain tres- 
passes in Jefferson county, with an amend- 
ment to the Senate's amendment, in which 
they ask the Senate to concur. 

BAIt.ROAD RESOLUTION — HOUSE MESSAGE. 

Mr. BURNAM reported that the House 
had concurred in the 1st, and unanimously 
disagreed to the 2d, amendment of the Sen- 
ate to the resolutions in relation lo a rail- 
road from Kentucky through East Tennes- 
see to Western North Carolina. 

ORDERS — HOUSE BILLS TAKES UP. 

An act to provide for raising an additional 
military force: referred to the committee on 
Military Affairs, together with an amend 
ment offered by Mr. BUSH. 

In a short time Mr. SPEED, from the 
rommitlce, reported back said bill, with the 
opinion it Bhould not pass. 

Mr. ALEXANDER advocated the passage 
of the bill earnestly. 

Mr. READ replied to Mr. ALEXANDER, 
and opposed the bill briefly. 

Mr BUSH briefly advocated the bill. 

Mr. SPEED opposed the bill briefly 



The vote waa tlieu taktn upon concurmig 
in the report of the committee rejecting the 
bill, and it was decided in the affirmative by- 
yeas 12, nays 9, and the bill was rejected. 

A MESSAGE FBOM THE HOUSE 

Was received, announcing their concurrence 
in the Senate's amendment to several House 
bills: also, their concurrence in several Sen- 
ate resolutions with amendments ; and that 
the House had concurred in the Senate 
amendment to the H. R. resolutions on Fed- 
eral Relations. . , 

The amendments to the resolutions were 
concurred in. 

ENROLLMENTS. • • 

Mr. BUSH reported sundry bills correctly 
enrolled, and they were signed by the Speak- 
er, and sent to the Governor for his approval 
and signature. 

EVENING SESSION. 

The Senate resolved to hold an evening 
session at 3 o'clock. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Mr. ROBINSON offered the following res- 
olutions, viz: • 

Retohed by the General Antembly of the Common- 
Ken/th of Kentucky, That plenary power is hereby 
iven to the Military Board to provide for the de- 
fense of the Commonwealth and all its citizens. 

Be it further retohed, That we earnestly com- 
mend the special ai ten tion of said Board to the 
real objects especially where they may be over- 
looked by the General Government in the multi- 
plicity of its National can:.. 

Mr. GOODLOE offered as a substitute for 
the resolution a bill providing for 1,500 
nountcd men to be called out by the Mili- 
tary Board for the defense of the exposed 
borders of the State, 4cc. 
Mr. ROBINSON accepted the substitute. 
Mr. SPEED moved a reference of the 
bill to a select committee, to report this 
evening >l 4 o'clock : curried. 

Messrs. ROBINSON, ALEXANDER, 
GOODLOE and BUSH, were appointed the 
committee. 

ORDERS RESUMED HOUSE BILL. 

An act to amend the law in relation to 
the election of military officers: passed. 

BILL REPORTED. 

Mr. GOODLOE— A bill to amend the act 
of May. 1861, creating the Military Board, 
4c. [Allows the Board to fill vacancies in 
the Board when the Legislature is not in 
session ] passed. 

ORDERS — nOUSE BILL AMENDED. 

An act in relation to district schools hav- 
ing been amended by the Senate, the II. R. 
disagreed to the amendment. The Senate 
adhered to its amendment. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR 

Was received, announcing his approval of a 
resolution to fix a time to elect a Public 
Binder. 



PUBLIC BINDER. 

A message was received Irom the H. R. 
announcing their readiness to go into the 
election of a Public Binder. 

And then the Senate took a recess until 3 
o'clock. 

EVENING SESSION. 
The Senate met at 3 o'clock according to 
adjournment. 

Mr. ALEXANDER moved a call of the 
Senate: ordered. 

The roll was called, absentees noted, and 
the Sergeant-at-Arms sent for those who 
were without leave of absence. 

Messrs. SPEED. FIELD, GLENN, GRO- 
VER, and ORIER, appeared, and were ex- 
cused. 

Further proceedings under the call were 
dispensed with. 

A H. R. resolution in relation to railroad 
having been amended by t lie Senate, the H. 
R. concurred in the 1st, and disagreed to the 
2d Senate amendment. 

The vote was taken on the Senate adher- 
ing to its 2d amendment, and it was decided 
in the negative by yens 10, nays 11. 

A H. R. bill to punish certain trespasses 
in Jpfferson county, having been amended in 
the Senale, the House concurred in the Sen- 
ate amendment with an amendment: the 
Senate concurred in the House amendment 
to the Senate's amendment. 

A BILL REPORTED. 

Mr. GOODLOE— select committee— A bill 
to authorize the Military Board to call out 
a mounted military force for the defense of 
the State. [May call out not over 2,500 
mounted men, and organize them in com 
panies. battalions, or regiments, as they may 
think best, and employ them for not over 
two years for protecting the exposed borders 
of the State.] 

Mt. DeH A VEN opposed the bill briefly. 
Mr. GROVER also opposed it in a few re- 
marks. 

Mr. ALEXANDER advocated the pas- 
sage of the bill with earnestness and zeal. 

Mr. EUSU advocated the bill briefly, 
and replied to Mr. GROVER'S remarks in 
opposition toil. 

The vote was taken on the passage of the 
bill, and resulted veas 15, nays 7. 

The SPEAKER decided that the bill was 
rejected, he thought it required 20 to pass it, 
as it created a debt in his opinion. 

Mr. GOODLOE. appealed from the decis- 
ion of the chair. 

The question was taken, "Shall the de- 
cision of the chair stand as the decision of 
the Senate?" and it was decided in the af 
Urinative by yeas 13, nays 7. 
And so the bill was rejected. 

A MESSAGE FROM THE HOCSE 

Was received, announcing their concurrence 
in a number of Senate bills, and the passage 
of several House bills, in which they ask 
the concurrence of the Senate, and their 
concurrence in Senate amendments to sev- 
eral House bills. 

ELECTION OF PUBLIC HINDER. 

The Senale sent a message to the House 
announcing the readiness of the Senate to 
go into said eleciion. 

After a short time the House announced 
that they were ready. 

Mr. BUSH nominated Mr. A. C. Keenon 
for Public Binder. 

Mr. GROVER nominated Jno. M. Helms. 

Nominations were exchanged between the 
two Houses. 

The vote being taken stood thus:

The joint vote stood thus:

Mr. Keenon was declared duly elected 
Public Binder from January 1, 180.'$, to the 
I=t Monday in August, 1864. 

RESOLUTION. 

Mr. GOODLOE offered a joint resolution 
to appropriate SlO to M. B. China for buggy 
hire for the State use, and »12 to Wm. 6.

(J 1. tie it therefore enacted by the General At- 
tcmbly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, That 
sections 135 and 137 of the Civil Code, shall net 
apply to actions brought against officers or sol- 
diers in tho Federal or .State army, but the de- 
fense tu actions prosecuted by ordinary proceed- 
ings against sueb dclendants must be tiled on ibe 
day they aro set lor trial, which, in the circuit 
court, will be the second term, commencing nqt 
less than ten days after the execution of tho sum- 
mons; and in equity causes in the equity and cir- 
cuit courts, the third day of the second term, com- 
mencing not less than twenty days after the execu- 
tion of the summons; and in all actions in quarter- 
ly, police, and justices' courts, on the day said ac-* 
tions aro set for trial, which will be the third 
term, commencing not less than fivo days after the 
execution of the summons. 

ff 2. Actions mentioned in section 106 of the 
Civil Code, against a single defendant, w ho is on 
officer or soldier, or against moro than one. all of 
whom are officers or soldiers in tho Federal or State 
army, must be brought in the county of tho resi- 
dence of the family of one of said defendants, or 
in tho county of tho residence of one of said 
defendants at the time he enlisted; provided be 
has no family in this State at tbu institution of 
the action. 

§ 3. In actions mentioned in title 10, chapter 
6th, of the Civil Code, brought on a rteurn of "no 
property found," againstan officer or soldier in the 
Federal or State army, no lien as against said de- 
fendants or the garnishees or persons holding the 
property sought to be subjected, shall bo acquired 
on said property, or chose in action, until the exe- 
cution of the summons on said officer or soldier. 

(■ 4. Lifj0tation shall not run against any cause 
of action against tbe officer or soldiers described 
herein during the time this act remains in force. 

£ o. Executions ou judgment heretofore render- 
ed, or hereafter to bo rendered, in all courts in this 
State, as to all persons whatever, shall be made re-, 
lurnable in not less than seventy and not more 
than one hundred and twenty days. 

t 6. This act shall take effect from'its passsge, 
and shall remain in force only until the 1st day of 
January, 1863; and all acts inconsistent herewith 
are repealed.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

Wheekab, the following act of the General As- 
sembly of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, cor- 
dially approved by me on the 2oth instant, is tht 
law of the land. I think proper, in the exercise 01 
my executive duties, lo make the tame promptly 
known to tbe public, as 1 do hereby, and I a 
hereby enjoin all cititens and residents of tbi- 
State to be obedient to all the requirements there 
of, to tbo end that the humane and noble pur 
poses of tho Legislature may be faithfully effec- 
ted. The said act of tho General Assombly is a, 
follows : 

Resolution* providing for the peace and quiet oj 

thecitizene of thi* Commonwealth. 

Whereas, The people of Kentucky have, frotr 
the beginning, ardently desiied and still chorisl 
the hope thai they may not be involved in tbe un- 
natural prevailing civil strife: that Kentucky if 
now, as she ever has been, willing and ready to in- 
terpose her friendly mediation in adjusting terms ol 
peace and reconciliation alike honorable and just 
to all; but as her wishes to mediate and restore 
harmony may not avail at presont, and it is 
desirable thai Ihe people in the mean time should 
act in harmony and buat peace among themselves, 
so that il they shall be involved in war, they will, 
us far as possible, reiiove and paliate ill calami- 
ties; therefore, 

Retolved by the Gruernl Atiembly of the Com- 
monwealth of Kentucky, That if collisions between 
hostile armies shall take place wilhin our territo- 
ry, that it is most earnestly recommended to the 
peoploof Kentucky not to engage in said strife 
amongst themselves on account of differences ol 
political opinions; that it is the duty of the people 
to be obedient to the civil authorities, and respect, 
in times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to overy citi2on by the constitution 
and laws of the land; thai all good citizens, how- 
ever they may differ in political opinions, should 
unite in protecting each other in their rights ol 
life, liberty, and property, ogainst all and every 
invasion thereof by unlawful raids, mobs, maraud- 
ing bands, or other evil-disposed persons, and aid 
the civil authorities in arresting all such persons 
and bringing thorn before the courts for trial. 

2. Retolved, That we, theRepresentatives of the 
present General Assembly, hereby pledge ourselves 
to a strict observance of the foregoing resolutions, 
and earnestly recommend o like observance by 
all the people of the Slate of Kentucky.

England in a Fever. 

The English people. says the Philadelphia 
News, have worked themselves into a tre- 
mendous passion about the affair of the 
Rebel Ministers, and their newspapers ap- 
pear to be determined to make the most of 
the matter. Thev are lanninjj the flame of 
e tenement in the way be9t calculated to in- 
crease its intensity ; and inasmuch as their 
G >vernrnent does not always do what is 
wNe and best for itself and the people it 
r iles. considerable anxiety exists in the 
minds ol the less excitable, on both sides ol 
the Atlantic, to know what will be the re- 
sult of all the '"noise and confusion," which 
has been creiited. 

We are not prophets, andean but form our 
opinions from a knowledge of the disposi- 
tions of European Governments, and the op- 
portunity which they believe they now have 
to check the growth of the American K<- 
pubiic. The rapid advancement ofourcoun- 
try in industrial art", and the extension of 
our commerce to every part of the globe, 
had, previone to the breaking out of the re- 
bellion, made the American Union a formi- 
dable rival of the most powerful and most 
highly civilized of European nations No 
country in the world has ever made such 
progress in so short a lime; and, knowing 
what has been already accomplished, it is 
ea-<y for llieiu to see what may be done here- 
after. 

Our physical advantages are so great, that, 
with the genius, skill and energy of our peo- 
ple, it is manifest that, unless some check 
to our progress be interposed, another hall 
century would see us a people of such power 
, and resources that the comparatively small 
kingdoms and empires of Europe must be 
come inferior in the comparison. If they 
Lad any doubt of this before, the manner in 
which an army amounting to two-thirds of 
a million of men has been extemporized in 
a few months, must be sufficient to dispel 
every doubt 

The nations of Europe desire to see our 
country divided, for division renders us com- 
paratively feeble; and if divided they may 
hope to prey upon us as they have done 
eretofore. It is because of this desire that 
y have shown favor to the Southern reb- 
and we may wall suppose that the inci- 
which has created so much excitement, 
be made use of by England to accom- 
the object which she and her neighbors 
so much at heart. It is, therefore, 
able that the leading nations of the 
tinent will unite in tendering their good 
es to bring our troubles with England, as 
ell as with the rebels to a settlement. 
England alone would not provoke a war 
with this country ; and if she should as 
sunie a violent tone, it will be evident thai 
she has reason to believe that in case of a 
collision with us, France will not take advan 
tage of her position, to do her an injvry. There 
Can be no question that the affair assumes a 
much more serious importance if this view 
of it be correct ; and it is well known thai 
all the manufacturing nations of Europe 
are pii fieri tig fro ii our war, and anxious to 
have it brought to a close ; and it may be that 
they believe that such an end may be ac 
complished by an exhibition of moral force, 
without a resort to arms. 

It is great difficulties which afford oppor 
(unities for the exhibition of great states- 
m inahip ; and our government will now have 
occasion for the use of all its ability. It will 
have to contend against the cralt of Euro 
penn dipjomatis's, as well as to oppose do 
niestic foes; and great wiil be the honorand 
renown which may be gained in bringin r 
these complicated troubles to a happy issue 



Beowsiow. — The Cmoiunati Gazette ot 
yesterday says its editor has had an inter- 
view with Col. C. F. Trigg, of East Tennes- 
see, who had .just arrived from Knoxville. 
The Colonel left that place two weeks ago 
with his son and six gentlemen, whom he 
left at London, Kentucky. He represents 
the Union men as true as steel, and suffering 
for their loyalty. He states that Parson 
Brownlow, on his way to Kentucky with a 
pass from the rebel authorities, was arrested 
by « commissioner named Reynolds. Col. 
Trigg says there are about 1,500 rebel sol- 
diers in Knoxville, well armed, and comfort- 
ably clad in rou^h jeans blouses, but with- 
out overcoats. This number includes one 
COrapanj of cavalry ami one of artillery. ] 
There are seventy or eighty Union men in 
jail in the city, forty-eight of whom had 
just been sent to Tuscaloosa. Alabama,' 
where, it was rumored, a penitentiary had 
been established, and Union prisoners set to 
work. 

Thirty-five Union prisoners arrived in 
Knoxville as Col. Trigg left, and it was sup- 
posed that they were taken in Carter and 
Johnson counties.

It would be a source of 
regret to me to take judgment against any of the 
sheriffs; but my duty will requiie me to enforce 
the law against any sheriff wno fails to pay in the 
revenue by the time fixed bv law.

Proclamation by the Governor. 

WnxBtib, The following resolutions, vis: 
have this dsy been passed by both Houses of 
the Genoral Assembly of the Commonwealth of 
Kontucky, the Governor'6 objections thereto to 
Iho contrary notwithstanding, and aro therefore 
the law of tho land, I do horeby issue this my 
proclamation, enjoining all officers and citi- 
zens of this State to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in obe- 
dionce thereto. I have ordered Gen. Thomas L. 
Crittendon to execute the purposes contemplated 
by said resolutions; and I horeby require all oiti- 
zens of Kentucky subject to military duty to obey 
the call which the said Gen. Crittendon may 
make upon them in accordance with the provis- 
ions of said resolutions. 

Wbxreap, Kentucky has been Invaded by the 
forces of tbe so-called Confederate Stales, and the 
commanders of the forces so invading the State 
novo insolently prescribed the conditions upon 
which they will withdraw, thus insulting the dig- 
nity of the State by demanding terms to which 
Kentucky cannot listen without dishonor; there- 
fore, \ 

1. Beit reeolved bv the Oeneral Assembly of Oie 
Commonwealth of Kentucky, That the invadors 
must be expelled; inasmuch as there are now in 
Kentucky Federal troops assembled for the pur- 
pose of preserving the tranquility of the Stale, 
and of defending and protecting the people of 
Kentucky in the peaceful enjoyment of their Uvea 
and property, it is— 

2. Further reeolved, That General Robert An- 
derson, a native Kontucklan, who has been ap- 
pointed to tho command of the Department of 
Cumberland, be requested to take instant oom- 
mnnd, with authority and power from this Com- 
monwealth to call out a volunteer force in Ken- 
tucky for the purpose of repelling the invaders 
from our soil. , 

3. Rttohed, That in using the means whioh 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel tho 
invaders from the soli of Kentucky, no citizen 
shall bo molested on account of his polilioul opin- 
ions; thai no citizens' property shall be tskon or 
confiscated because of such opinions, nor shall any 
slave be set free by any military commander, and 
that all peaceable citizens and their families are 
entitled to, and shall receive tbe fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property.
